Joseph. Holt 


A friend writes: In a paragraph en- 
titled “Irish Pioneers in Australia,” re- 
cently published in the “ Diary,” certain 
references were made to Joseph Holt, 
which have since been described as in- 
accurate by a correspondent. If this 
reader is correct in stating that Holt did 
not farm at Derralossary, County Wick- 
low, most of the works of reference are 
hopelessly wrong; for the “Australian 
Encyclopedia ” definitely states that he 
did; and gives the year (1782) in which 
he acquired his holding. The “ Dic- 
tionary of National Biography ’’ names 
public offices that he held in Derralossary, 
and imphes that he lived there, while 
both those authoritative works record that 
he was ‘‘ sentenced to trahsportation.”’ 
Possibly, the correspondent who quar- 
relled with the word “ sentenced ’’ over- 
looked the fact that the acceptance by 
Holt of clemency conditional on his expa- 
triation was, in truth, acceptance of a sen- 
tence passed on him. In this respect I 
anay recall that many believed that Holt’s 
Jife was spared because he gave -informa- 
tion to the Government ; certainly, he told 
them of United Irishmen activity in the 
County Cork. 

- Holt himself believed that he was en- 
titled to certain privileges in Australia, 
and, while many agreed with him, such 
He was sent 
to Norfolk Island for the reason stated in 
the original paragraph, but his exposure 
of State malpractices certainly did not aid 
his case. And, having regard to ‘tthe 
affluence that had been his, I maintain 
that he died in poor circumstances—al- 
though, decidedly, not in poverty. 
Perhaps, it is that the correspondent 
who disagreed with the facts as stated 
here is in the possession of some data 
which was not available to the, pre- 
sumably, able writers of the biographical 
notices of Holt in the two works I have 
named.

Ships were all built to 
standard measurements and specifications, 
because ships of identical build were ex- 
pected always to behave identically under 
weather stress. But another reason was 
that epnsuls in distant ports could be sure 
of keeping a refit of masts, rudders, sails 
and other necessaries when they knew the 


.exact requirements of every Venetian ship 


that would reach their ports. It will thus 
be seen that the Government of the Vene- 
tian’ Republic ‘anticipated the ideas which 
are supposed to be peculiarly ‘‘ modern ”’ 
by about four hundred years, and that 
modern mercantile fleets are not quite so 
carefully or so adequately catered for by 
their owners. Only during the War years 
was the Venetian precedent followed by 
some of the Allied Governments; by 
Britain in particular, with its hundreds 
of “ standard ships,” which had to be 
scrapped in large numbers subsequently. 


Delightful Book for Children 


Parents in search of something really 
novel for children may like to 
reminded of a charming book which has 
been published recently in London. The 
words and music in the volume are by 
Margery Radcliffe, who is better known 
in Dublin as Margery Lumsden.

An &xile’s Views 


A correspondent writes :—At.an interest- 
ing lecture to writers which I attended in 
London recently, Mr. Shaw Desmond, the 
well-known writer and Irish novelist, had 
many provocative things to say about his 
home country. For one thing, he considers 
Ireland ‘to be a splendid jumping-off 


ground for writers, and spoke of the sense 


of asceticism so diffuse in Ireland as 
superb soil for the coming artist. He 
mentioned the usually mixed blood of most 
well-known present-day Irish writers, 
especially instancing ‘“ A. E.,’’ Bernard 
Shaw, Synge, and James Stephens. 
‘*-O’Casey, I believe, is the only man of 
purely Irish blood among them,” he re- 
marked, “ and even he may have English 
or other blood in his veins.’’ Mr, Desmond 
does not acknowledge the usually accepted 
belief that the Irishman is impulsive. 
‘“ He is generally cool and calculating, 
and not the least sentimental,’’ he 
declared. The English people, on the other 
hand, he considers to be the super-senti- 
mentalists of the world! ‘‘ The last of the 
Puritans are to be found in Ireland,” said 
Mr. Desmond, and Jater referred to. that 
‘‘something Ireland alone possesses, a 
gheist or spirit or whatever you may call 
it that is so unconquerable. It will bring 
her through all her troubles,’’ said he. 
“ She will win through in the end.”

A farewell social of the committees, secre- 
taries, and staff of the Union Friendly Society 
and Central Branch was held on Wednesday 
night in Miulls’s Restaurant, Dublin. The 
Society has, ceased to exist, following the 
recent compulsory amalgamation of approved 
National Health Societies. It had attained a 
high position among the approved societies, 
and the members were receiving as high 
benefit as any insured persons in the Free 
State; the maximum benefits will be available 
to former members of this Society until July, 
1936. 

Canon H. Lewis-Crosby, President of the 
Society since 1914, referred to the origin of 
the Society.; He said he had felt that a great 
gain for the community come from National 
Health insurance. When the bill was brought 
into the House of Commons to effect that 
object he had invited the Rectors of the 
Dublin parishes which had benefit societies, 
and the secretaries of these societies, to meet 
in the Gregg Memorial Hall. The chairman 
at the meéting was Mr. (now Sir Walter) 
Kinnear, who became one of the Health Insur. 
ance Commissioners for Ireland, and later the 
sole Commissioner for Health Insurance for 
the United Kingdom. The Insurance’ Bill was 
passed, and the committee appointed at the 
meeting to form a voluntary society for the 
Protestants of Ireland formed the ‘‘ Union 
Friendly,’’ which became one _of. the most 
efficient of the National Health Societies. Its 
success was largely due to the Executive Com- 
mittee and their staff; in particular, they 
must be grateful to the men who voluntarily 
gave their services as chairmen of the com- 
mittee—namely, Messrs. C. H. Darley, 
Thompson, Murray, Wright, Swirles, McCon-

HEADMASTER’S 
REPORT 


_ The Headmaster, Rev. E. G. Seale, M.A., 
in his report, stated that since he had the 
honour of reading his last report, twelve 
months’ ago, he was glad to say that the 
progress ot ths School had been well main- 
tained in all ways. As regards numbers of 
boarders, a fair, but not infallible, criterion 
of success, the School was still full, as ‘it had 
been for the last fourteen years—(applause)— 
as solid a proof of the confidence of thé 
public in i’ortora as could be cited. For over 
a decade, too, as at present, he had been 
compelled, through lack of accommodation 
on top of the hill, to billet a number of boys 
in “‘ waiting houses ” in the town, and this 
arrangement had worked without a hitch.

FARM LABOURERS’ WAGES 


Earlier in the day the Miniéter of Agri: 
culture (Sir Basil Brooke), replying fo Mn 
H. Midgley (Labour), said it was true that 
agricultural labourers’ ee were somewhat 
lower in Northern Ireland than in England: 
so were the profits of the farmers, and for 
that reason it would not be desifable at the 
present time to set up any kind of wage 
fixing machinery. e believed that, 
although the wage level was lower in North- 
ern Ireland than in England, the Northern 
labourers’ share of the net agricultural in- 
come was at least as great, if not greater, 
than that of the English labourer. “Any 
attempt to fix a higher level of wages than 
ruled at present would result in further un- 
employment. 

Sir Robert Lynn (U.) asked if it was not 
a fact that the low wages of agricultural 
labourers was chiefly due to the dumpin 
of foreign produce in Great Britain, and i 
the Minister was aware that dumping was 
one of the principal items of the Socialist 
programme ?

The Minister of Finance (Mr. H. M.

While 
the sterling value of Northern Ireland’s trade 
in 1933 was less than that for 1930, the 
volume of trade had shown remarkably little 
variation. The best available index was 
the returns of the Belfast Harbour Com- 
missioners. Taking 1929 as the peak year 
before the collapse of trade took place, the 
total volume. of goods passing through the 
port amounted to 3,362,084 tons. For the 
eleven months of the present year the figures 
are 3,11 tons, and adding on estimate 
for the present month, the total trade for 
the year is 3,570,000 tons or 365,000 ‘tons 
more than last year, and might be regarded 
as & record. 

This, said the Minister, furnished indnbi- 
table evidence of the progress of the 
province, notwithstanding the vast contrac- 
tion of world trade.

The Imposition of Duties [Confirmation of 
Orders ) (No. 2)" Bill, which has been cértified

Entee) said that. the measure was intended 
to confirm a number of Emergency Orders 
which imposed duties under the Act of 1932, 
and which had to be confirmed.

Mr. DOUGLAS said that the Imposition of 
Duties Act, 1932, had been designed to deal 
with a specific situation arising out of what 
was called the economic war, but which had 
now become the method by which all duties 
were imposed. The House had no oppor- 
tunity. of criticising the duties or proposing 
amendments. It would be better if the tariffs 
were embodied in a bill which would give the 
House an opportunit 
criticism. He asked the Minister to say how 
many of the articles referred to in the bill 
were not being manufactured in this country, 
and when they ,were likely to be made here. 


PROHIBITIVE TARIFFS 

Cotton thread, on which a duty was being 

imposed, was not yet manufactured in this 
country, and was the raw material of a large 
number of our manufactures. He would ask 
the same question in regard to boot laces, 
elastic and buttons. The Minister would appre- 
ciate the aggravation caused by the inevitable 
delay in securing import licences. He knew 
that the Federation of Irish Manufacturers 
had receied many complaints in that re- 
cen Prohibitive tariffs had been put on 
ootlaces and on shoe laces imported with 
the shoes. “ He could appreciate that if 
these articles were manufactured here, but 
they were not, and what was happening was 
that the outside manufacturer was reaping 
the benefit. 

In the drafting of quota orders in cases 
like these he thought the Government should 
endeavour to extend the period as long as 
possible. Three months was. too short, 
especially as these articles were not bought 
in large muise in the early part oí the 
year. If possible the quota period should 
be made six months. is would have the 
advantage of. enabling the importers to deal 
with the best manufacturers, and place their 
orders for large quantities. 

Mr. T.. JOHNSON drew attention to the 
present method of publication of Emergency 
Orders. Instead of aos them printed 
in the present form of reference he sutb- 
mitted that each order should be self- 
explanatory. 


THE WESTPORT FACTORY 

Mr. McELLIN said that if the Emergency 
Order had not been made in regard to im- 
ports of thread, the imports would have been 
so heavy as.to prevent the proposed factory 
at. Westport being established for two years. 
When that factory was in operation it would 
provide employment for 250 hands, the pro 
duct. would be as good as any. how produced, 
and the price would be somewhat less’ than 
the present price, which was fifteen per 
cent, higher in this country than in England 
because of the monopoly that had existed.

The CHAIRMAN said he could not rule the 
motion out of order.

He believed that a plan for the re- 
organisation of the streets of the city was 
brought up,and that would give the opportunity 
to the Government to deal with the matter 


Mr. D. D. HEALY seconded, and said that 
Merrion square, Parnell square, and Mountjoy 
Square were in the centre of very ‘populous 
and congested districts. The necessity for 
opening them to the public was great, as they 
all knew the dangers of. the streets for young 
children | 

Mr. 8. L. BROWN. K.C., said that this 
was a matter not for the Senate, but for 
Dublin Corporation. Merrion square was out 
of the question, owing to the fact that it 
would soon, he hoped, become a site for a 
great new Cathedral. Fitzwilliam square was 
not of any great size, and, in addition, St. 
Stephen’s Green was within easy reach of 
those who in the neighbourhood of Fitzwilliam 
square needed exercise ground. Those on the 
north side had a playground in the King’s 
Inns Gardens, and Rutland square belonged 
to the Rotunda Hospital. He would be glad 
to see Mountjoy square opened to the public. 
In general, however, Dublin was practically 
as well supplied with open spaces as any other 
city that he knew, and there was nothing 
which they could do to help matters. 

Mr. FARREN expressed sympathy with 
Colonel Moore’s motion, He said that the 
Labour Party had been pressing for this for 


years. 

Mr. L. O’NEILL said that he was siricerely 
grateful for Colonel Moore’s motion, which 
would focus attention on\an important matter. 


Mr, FORAN said that this question had , 


been agitating the minds of local bodies for 
many years. He thought that instead of 
making bird sanctuaries they should try to 
arrange sanctuaries for children. There were 
many shades in the streets where ball-allevs 
and small playgrounds could be established. 
He had been very much impressed by what 
he had seen in the Continental towns by the 
way that the children were cut off from the 
traffic. If this were done many fatal accidents 
to children might be avoided. 

Colonel MOORF, concluding the discussion, 
said that his motion had been put down with 
the object of urging the Government to take 
up “this” matter seriously. and the Senate 
desired to recommend the Government to take 
steps to see that something was done to utilise 
some of these public spaces as playgrounds for 
children. 

The motion was carried.

Beef for Britain 


Progress is being made towards an 
arrangement of the problem of Britain’s 
meat imports. That problem has created 
much trouble not only ir Great 
Britain, but in Australia and New 
Zealand—the Dominions which are chiefly 
concerned—and in Argentina. Our readers 
will recall the terms of the Ottawa agree- 
ments of 1932. Under them Great Britain 
forebore to impose any limitations on the 
import of meat from Australia and New 
Zealand, although her farmers were cry- 
ing out for either a tariff or a quota, 
until the summer of this year. The 
understanding was, however, that the two 
Dominions should submit themselves 
voluntarily to restrictions—that they 
should reduce their exports of meat to 
Great Britain to a level which would 
permit the British farmers to recover 
their lost ground. In fact, the Dominions 
have not observed the implied azreement 
Within the last two years their consign- 
ments to Britain not merely have shown 
no sign of diminution, but actually have 
increased. Quite fairly, therefore, Britain 
could subject them to restrictions of one 
sort or another; but, for certain reasons, 
she is unwilling to take the step. Above 
all things, she is anxious that the imperial 
bond shall be preserved.in commerce, as 
in sentiment. It would be a severe blow 
to the idea of imperial economic unity 
if she should restrict her imports from 
Australia and New Zealand ‘without any 
regulation of those from the Argentine, 
and, under the terms of a trade treaty 
with the Argentine, she cannot take any 
action against Argentinian goods for 
another year or two.

Recently, the British Government has 
made definite proposals to the others. It 
has suggested that every Dominion shall 
limit its shipments during the first three 
months of next year to its average for the 
first three months of 1932, 1933 and 1934. 
Australia, thus, would send 190,000 hun- 
dredweight of chilled and frozen beef; 
New Zealand would be permitted a 
maximum of 160,000 hundredweight of 
frozen and chilled beef and veal, and the 
other Dominions—all of which contrihate 
in smaller degree to Britain’s dinner- 
table—would have their exports rationed 
in similar manner. These are, roughly, 
the levels arranged at Ottawa, and repre- 
sent a considerable reduction on the 
average three-monthly exports within the 
last eighteen months. Not all the 
Dominions have answered Britain’s pro- 
posals so far, but it is understood that 
they are ready to accept them—with one 
possible recalcitrant. The possible re- 
calcitrant is Australia, who has not 
announced her decision. She has suffered 
rather more severely than the rest from 
the general depression of trade, and, 
naturally, hesitates to lose grip upon the 
huge market on which most of her pros- 
perity depends. Furthermore, she has 
just escaped from the thraldom of a 
powerful Socialist Government, which is‘ 
on the watch for every opportunity to dis- 
credit the present Conservative Adminis- 
tration ; and great, capital could be made 
in Australia, as in Ireland, with the story 
of a “concession” to Britain, or of 
“ punitive measures "’ by Britain. One

| They have accomplished nothing; but, 


then, they were not intended to accom- 
plish anything: ' As a preliminary to the 


| formal Naval Conference next year they 


have served their purpose, and in some 
measure, have cleared the way for it. 
When the Conference meets, it: will have 
to deal with the delicate question of nava) 
ratios—a question which involves many 
thorny points of national prestige—and its 
task will be. made easier by the fact that 
delegates from the three countries have 
discussed the matter already, and have 
put forward their own views. The main 
point at issue has been, and still is, the 
position of Japan. Under the Washing- 
ton and London Tréaties, the naval 
strength of Britain, the United States and 
Japan was fixed in the ratio 5-5-3. The 
Washington Treaty is due for reconsidera-. 
tion next year, and Japan already has 
made it quite plain that she will oppose 
its renewal. Ostensibly, her objection lis 
that it puts her in a position of inferiority, 
which it would be undignified to accept : 
she is recognised. as a first class Power, 
and she does not see why her fleet should 
be confined to smaller limits than that 
of the British or the Americans. All the 
preliminary discussions have revolved 
round this point, but it has not yet been 
settled. The three nations, however, 
have expressed their desire for an agree- 
ment, and have urged again their pleas 
(possibly, genuine pleas) for naval limita- 
tion. The bald fact remains that Japan 
wants naval equality, and that her real 
reason for wanting it is not that of 
prestige ; nor, indeed, can the reason be 
that of national defence. The British 
Navy is large because it may be called 
upon to guard colonies that are scattered 
over all parts of the world, and the 
American because it must cover a very 
long coastline, facing both on the Atlantic 
and the Pacific. Japan, on the other 
hand, has a small island to defend, and 
uo important colonies except Manchuria 
and Korea—while the proportion of the 
British or American Fleet that could be 
brought to attack her would be consider- 
ably less than the force that she could 
bring against them. Her attitude—and 
not only her attitude on naval questions— 
is, at the least, open to suspicion. Every- 
thing seems to point to the conclusion that 
she wishes to make herself mistress of the 
Pacific, and that she is determined to add 
to her territory by any means in her 
power. Her invasion of Manchuria was a 
sufficiently obvious sign; another—more 
recently—has been the stand that she has 
taken on the question of oil concessions, 
and “a third is her insistence that the 
present naval ratios should be abolished. 
The informal conversations which have 
just closed have been distinguished by 
their atmosphere of good-will; but we may

Needless Secrecy 


Since last Monday three representatives 
of the German Government have been in 
Dublin. They were joined during the 
week by two other German officials, and it 
seems that important negotiations are in 
progress between the visitors and repre- 
sentatives of the Free State Government. . 
We presume that these conversations are 
supplementary to those that were held in 
Berlin recently between German and Irish 
officials with a view to the conclusion 
of a-trade agreement between the two 
countries; but the public has been kept 


| entirely in the dark by the Free State 


Government. The first intimation that the 
Germans were coming to Dublin appeared 
in this newspaper, and was derived from 
privace sources ; and the Government has 
not yet deigned even to inform the public 
of their arrival. Every attempt by the 
newspapers to obtain official information 
or this subject has been met by a blank 
refusal. The Government’s Information 
Bureau, apparently, does not know of the 
e nce of the conversations at Merrion 
street, or, if it does\ know, it has* been 
instructed to keep its knowledge to itself: 
When it was being established President 
de Valera told Ddil Kireann that ‘‘ the 
function ot this Bureau will be to collect 
and make available to the public informa- 
tion concerning the activities of .Govern- 
ment Departments, and the national policy 
underlying those activities.’ Surely, 
therefore, the Bureau ought to let the 
public into the secret of the Germans’

N the House of Lords yesterday Lord 

Danesfort (Conservative) asked whether 
the Government had sent any protest to 
the Irish Free State Government against 
the Citizenship Bill and the speech made 
by Mr. de Valera on its second reading. 
He pointed out that in that speech Mr. 
de Valera said that when the bill was 
passed nobody in the Free State would be 


impertinence for the British to claim any 
Southern Irish citizens as British subjects, 
and that not a single comma would have 
to be altered if a Republic were declared 
in Southern Ireland to-morrow. 

He further asked if a protest had been 
sent, what reply had been received, and, 
in any event, whether the British Govern- 
ment concurred in Mr. de Valera’s state- 
ments in whole or in part. Lord Danes- 
fort went on to say that no more pre- 
posterous legislation ever was proposed in 
this or any other country. The. Citizen- 
a Bill in the Irish Free State was part 
and parcel of preparation in the Irish Free 
State. to establish) a Republic. The 
Governor-General had been degraded to 
the position of a clerk in an office,« All 
he was asked to do was to register assent 
to Irish Free State legislation, whatever it 
might bé. Lord Danesfort added that he 
had been adyised that any citizen, under 
the new law, who was a medical practi- 
tioner and who was in the British Medical 
Register would lose his qualification. ‘‘ Is 
there any civilised country jn the world,”’ 
he asked, “ which ever has attempted, or 
is even likely to attempt, such legislation 
in their country?” and he declared—No 
British Dominion has ever put forward 
such a strange, unexampled, preposterous 
proposal as this. If such an amazing pro- 
posal were put forward in a foreign 
country that British subjects should cease 
to be British subjects, would not we pro- 
test in the strongest possible way? and. if 
there was no redress by any other means, 
was it not more than likely «that the 
British Government would break off diplo- 
matic relations with: that country? 


STRONG PROTEST URGED 

He urged that the British Government 
should enter a strong protest, and ask the 
Free State Government either to modify 
or abandon this legislation, and thereby 
avoid the terrible consequences that must 
follow. It was true that Mr. J. H. Thomas 
had stated that the legislation was illegal. 
But, said Lord Danesfort, we have heard 
these statements before, and the Free State 
Government have apparently paid not the 
slightest attention to them. They have 
gone on with their legislation just as if 
they had been told by the British Govern- 
men that they were acting perfectly 
legally and with perfect propriety. Some- 
thing more is wanted than a mere state- 
ment, 

It was somewhat strange, he concluded, 
that the Irish Free State should send a 
High. Commissioner to represent a country 
which was not only unfriendly to Great 
Britain, but which, by every means in its 
power, had expressed its hostility, an? 
perhaps its desire, to injure those resi- 
dents within its borders who were friendly 
to the British connection and who had 
proved loyal to the British Crown and 
the British people.

As regards Mr. de Valera’s statement 
that no change would be made in the bill 
if a republic “were declared, Lord Lucan 
added, the position of the Government is 
that if a republic were declared a new 
situation would arise, which would require 
further consideration; but they have de- 
clined to indicate in advance what measure 
they would take. Their attitude was ex- 
sheng in a despatch sent to the Irish Free 
State Government on December 5, 1933, in 
the following terms :— 

“They cannot believe that the 
Irish Free State Government con- 
template a final repudiation of 
their Treaty obligations in the 
manner suggested, and  conse- 
quently they do not feel called 
upon to say what attitude they 
would adopt in circumstances 
which they regard as purely hypo- 
thetical,”” | 

With regard to Lord Danesfort’s sug- 
gestion that some protest should be made 
to the Irish Free State Government, Lord 
Lucan said it was made plain in Mr. 
Thomas’s statement that the Government 
have sent a formal communication to Mr. 
de Valera expressing their view on the 
bil. No despatch has been addressed to 
the Irish Free State with reference to Mr, 
de Valera’s statement of November 28, 
but the views of the Government had been 
made clear in public statements made on 
their behalf. 


NOT A “HAPPY SOLUTION ” 


I do not think that it would be a happy 
solution of the matter to take any steps 
wit i to the High Commissioner. 
The policy of the Government in the 
United Kingdom is to make it as easy as 
possible for the Irish Free State to remain 
a member of the British Commonwealth 
of Nations, and I do not think that steps 
of the kind that Lord Danesfort indicated 
would help towards that end. 

Lord Hutchison (National Liberal) said 
that he hoped the Government would very 
seriously consider the situation, and not 
be hurried into anything of a violent 
nature. He also hoped that no policy of 
retaliation would be adopted. After all; 


Ireland had gone through very unhappy |:

The Times observes in a leading article 
to-day:—No bolder or more important 
reforms have yet been projected by the 
Law Revision Committee than those 
embodied in their latest report in relation 
to the legal position of married women. 
As the law at present stands, it states, a 
husband is liable for his wife’s naked 
torts—i.e., those unconnected with con- 
tracts. If she is guilty of trespass, 
nuisance, negligence, libel or slander, or a 
host of other wrongs, she is, of course, 
liable, but her husband is liable also. In 
rare cases, where she is well endowed and 
he poor, it may pay a plaintiff to enforce 
his rights against the wife only. In the 
far commoner case, where the husband 
eontrols the purse strings, he will be 
joined as a defendant, and may find him- 
self heavily mulct in damages and costs 
by misdeeds not his own, and beyond his 
control. Indeed there is almost no limit 
to the loss that a vindictive wife, equipped 
with a modicum of law, might inflict on 
an unoffending and helpless consort. 

On the more general question of a 
married woman's liability in. contract and 
tort, the main defect of the law as it stands 
lies in the difficulty in enforcing efficiently 
a judgment obtained against a married 
woman. SNE: MC

Nuptial Mass, therefore, 
is not of the essence of the sacrament of 
matrimony; neither, indeed, are many of 
the ceremonies that usually accompany it. 
The essence of the sacrament consists m 
the matrimonial contract itself—in the 
mutual giving and acceptance of each 
other as husband and wife of the parties 
concerned. The Church, however, reserves 
the sole right to determine what the condi- 
tions shall be for her children, As the 
State determines the conditions of civil 
contracts, so the Church determines the 
conditions of sacred contracts, and mors 
especially of the marriage contract, which 
lies at the very foundation of Christian 
civilisation. 
with marriage, when it claims to make or 
unmake marriages according to its own 
legislation, it is a case of Cesar usurping 
the rights of God—usurpation fraught 
with consequent disasters to Christian 
civilisation and to human society itself, 
as witness the chaotic conditions of society 
in large tracts of the world to-day. In 
her long history the Church has done no 
greater service to humanity than in her 
rigid insistence on the sacredness and 
inviolability of the marriage tie. 

“You Madame and you Monsieur, as 
faithful children of the Church whose 
laws obtain in France and in Ireland and 
all over the world, have recognised that it 
is only under her auspices and with her 
blessing that you can even validly enter 
into the holy state of matrimony. 

“You will have an ample share of the 
world’s goods and a place of honour and 
distinction in a noble nation among whose 
citizens your lot will be cast. We wish 
you all the joys that may be legitimately 
derived from them.”’

House of Commons ‘as fuil a state- 
ment concerning the development ‘of “Empire 
air communications as is possible at this 
'stage. 

ihe proposals, he said, are of a far-reaching 
character, and represent the result of many 
|months’ work by the Air Ministry and the 
Post Office, in consultation with Imperial 
Airways. They were approved by His 
Majesty's Government in the United Kingdom 
in the iate summer, and full details were sub- 
sequently communicated to the other Empire 
Governments concerned. It will be appreciated 
that, until the views of all the Governments 
concerned have been received the scheme must 
be regarded as a basis for discussion only, 
since their agreement and co-operation are 
essential. 

The scheme, he explained, contains three 
main features. In the first place, there is to 
be a very material improvemert on present- 
time schedules between the several parts of 
the Empire concerned. Secondly, there is to 
be a substantial increase in the frequency of 
services, and, thirdly, all first-class mail to 
the Empire countries covered by the projected 
services is in future to be carried by air. 


THE SCHEDULES 


As regards schedules, the scheme, as sug- 
gested to the other Governments con- 
cerned, envisages a schedule of just 
over two days to India,  two-and-a- 
half days to East Africa, four days to 
the Cape, fofr days to Singapore, and seven 
days to Australia. ° As regards frequencies, 
provision is made for four or, possibly, five 
sérvices a week to India, three services a week 
to Singapore aud to East Africa, and two to 
Sonth Africa and Australia, respectively. 

With regard to the letter rate proposed 
I can, as yet, say nothing definite, but we 
hope that in so far as concerns letters posted 
in the United Kingdom for Empire destina- 
tions, subject to the successful outcome of 
our negotiations with the Governments con- 
cerned, it may be in the region of the 
present Empire rate of 14d. But this will 
apply per half-ounce, instead of to the first 
ounce as at present. I may say that cor- 
respondence covering at least eight sides of 
special light paper can be sent within the 
half-ounce limit It will, of course, be for 
the. other participating Governments to fix 
their own postal charges. 


DAY AND NIGHT FLYING 


An integral feature of the scheme is a 
comprehensive programme for the develop- 


air routes on a basis which will enable the 
services, which. wili cater for passenger as 
well as mail traffic, to operate by night as 
freely as by day. 

Finally I should add that it will not be 
sracticable to give further details as regards 
eas types of aircraft, etc., until the 
negotiations with the other Governments 
concerned are completed, and, in particular, 
I can as yet give no date for the inauguration } 
of the scheme. The provision of the 
necessary fleet ground organisation, etc., will 
require a period of something like two years 
before a project of this magnitude, consti- 
tuting, as it does, the largest step forward 
which has yet been taken in the development 
of Empire air communications, can be brought 
into full operation. Further, on the postal 
side. the Postmaster-General has asked me 
to make it clear that there is little pos- 
sibility of introducing the three-halfpenny 
postal rate for Imperial first class cor- 
respondence carried by air before 1937. 

Major Attlee (Labour) congratulated Sir 
Philip Sassoon on his statement, and asked 
whether there would be an opportunity of 
discussing the matter—whether any supple- 
mentary estimate would be required for the 
inauguration of the service. 

Sir Philip Sassoon—I do not think any 
supplementary estimate will be needed for 
the monient.

TONNAGE RETURNS 


The twnnage returns of Harland and 
Wolff's combined yards for the past year 
show a gratifying increase over year's 
figures.

Of outstanding importance on. the 
list are the large Empire food-carrying motor 
ships the Waiwera, Waipawa an alran 
for the Shaw Savill and Albion Co., Ltd., 
and the Imperial Star and New Zealand Star 
for the Blue Star Line. These vessels are 
for service between the United Kingdom and 
New Zealand and Australia,two of the Shaw 
Savill vessels being already on their maiden 
voyages, whilst the first of the Blue Star 
ships, the Imperial Star, will run trials be- 
fore the end of the present year. She will 
be followed early in the mew’ year by the 
New Zealand Star, and the third vessel, 
the Australian Star, is to be launched in 
January. 


GOOD TIMES AHEAD 


Next year is certain to see a still further 
improvement, as there is at the moment on 
hand or on order from Belfast shipbuilders 
over 175,000 tons of shipping, the. greater. 
part of which will be launched “within the 
next twelve months. Substantial orders were 
secured by Messrs. Harland and Wolff last 
November, and.there is every likelihood that 
the early part of 1935 will see farther orders 
placed in the port. There are still many 
empty berths in the port and many ‘unem- 
ployed workers, but there is a marked ad- 
vance as compared with a year ago, and a 
much greater improvement contrasted with 
two years ago.

A Free State Hospitals’ Sweepstake ticket 
which drew Tuppence in-the Derby of 1933 
was mentioned in proceedings in the Bank- 
ruptcy Court at Belfast to-day, before” Mr.

The casé was one in which yg mune was 
made on behalf of Edmand G. Burnside, of 
Kincora avenue, Belfast, ‘that an order of 
November 2 last, whereby hé was adjudicated 
a bankrupt, should be varied or rescinded. 

The petitioning creditor was Mrs. Helena 
A. Jackson, of South Parade, Ravenhill road, 
Belfast, who opposed the application. , 

Mr, E. Warnock and Mr. C. A. Nicholson 
(instructed by Mr. J..M, Hughes) were for 


the applicant; Mr. E. 8. Murphy, &K.C., 
M.P.; Mr. W. Lowry, K.C., and Mr 
Chambers (instruct by Messrs. W. 


Alexander and Son) appeared for the peti- 
tioning creditor. 

Mr. Warnock explained that the applica- 
tion was made on the ground that, on the 
date of the adjudication, the applicant was 
not indebted to Mrs. Jackson in any amount ; 
secondly, that he had not done any act of 
bankruptcy. Early in the year 1935 he made 
the acquaintance of Mrs. Jackson, with whom 
he went about a great. deal, playing golf 
together, In April of that year, Burnside 
bought a half hare from Mrs. Jackson in 
two tickets in the Free State Hospitals’ 
Sweepstake on the Derby. They were held 
under the nom-de-plumes “ Water Wagon ”’ 
and ** Thirteen.” 

Subsequently he learned from Mrs. Jaikson 
that she had procured a third ticket under 
the nom-de-plume “ Badminton,”’ and he 
agreed to purchase a half share in this 
ticket, also paying a sum of 65s. 

A horse called Tuppence was drawn with 
that third ticket, which qualified for a 
sae of £1,521, and Burnside and Mrs. 

ackson crossed over to England to see the 
race, but their horse did not win, and started 
at either one hundred or two hundred to 
one. On their return to Ireland, the }nmze 
money was collected, and Mrs. Jackson paid 
Burnside £750 as his share, the balance of 
towards a celebration at Belvoir 
Park Golf Club, when they entertained their 
friends. 

Mr. Warnock then referred to Mrs. Jack- 
son's affidavit grounding her petition, in the 
course of which she said that in March, 
1933, she became acquainted with Burnside, 
who represented himself to be a man of 
considerable means and property, and their 
acquaintanceship continued until the month 
of June, 1933.. On June 19. Burnside in- 
formed her that he required a loan, and 
asked her to advance him a sum of £1,000, 
which she agreed to-do. Subsequehtly she 
was informed that Burnside made it a 
practice to become acquainted with people 
whom he thought had means and borrow 
money from them and never pay it back. 
On: learning that, she terminated the 
acquaintanceship. 

Mr. Burnside, in the witness box, said 
that at the present time he had no occupa- 
tion. He bore out counsel’s statement as 
regards the sweep tickets. He denied that 
there was any truth in the. allegation that 
he had borrowed a sum of £1,000 from Mrs. 
Jackson, and had heard no suggestion or 
mention of such a thing until the institution 
of the bankruptcy ‘proceedings. 

His departure from Northern Ireland had 
nothing to do with proceedings against him, 
and he did not hear of his adjudication as 
a bankrupt until about a week after it was 
issued. He returned to Northern Ireland, 
and was arrested by the court messenger at 
the door of the court.

INDOOR GARDENING.

The Munster and Leinster Bank sought to 
recover £2,919 14s, 8d. from Mrs. Margaret 
McSwiney, widow, South Main street, - 
don, as executrix of her late husband, John 
McSwiney, corn merchant, The money was 
alleged to be due on foot of a guarantee 
signed by the late John McSwiney on 9th 
April, 1920, as well as by Daniel Crowley, 
John O’Brien and Catherine O'Sullivan, 
promising to pay to the bank any sum not to 
exceed £4,000 that might become due by one 
Daniel O’Brien. 

Mr, W. O’B. Fitzgerald (instructed by 
Messrs. R. Neville and Co.), for the bank, 
asked that the sum claimed should be cor- 
rected to £2,675 9s. 5d., which was the 
amount calculated to Ist August. The sum- 
mons had been issued at an earlier date. 
Daniel O’Brifn, on whose behalf the guarantee 
was executed, died in 1928, and John 
McSwiney died on 11th October, 1928, leaving 
his widow, the present defendant, as his sole 
executrix In her affidavit Mrs. McSwiney 
said that she had no knowledge of the sign- 
ing of the guarantee by her late husband, 
and that, as she had paid out large sums by 
way of income tax, estate duty and legacies, 
her husband’s estate was now exhausted. 
Counsel added that legacies amounting to 
about £2,500 apparently had been paid out, as 
well as debts due by the late John McSwiney, 
and he asked for judgment against the defen- 
dant in her capacity of executrix. 

Mr. Felix Sher (instructed by Mr. 
McCarthy O’Hea), íor the defendant, drew 
attention to the amendment in the amount 
claimed, and stated that, in an affidavit, the 
manager of the Bandon branch of the Munster 
and Leinster Bank stated that the application 
for payment had been made to the defendant 
on 15th May, 1928, whereas her hasband, the 
debtor, did not die until 11th October, 1928. 

Mr. Fitzgerald said that there must have 
been a clerical error in the former date. 
| Mr. Justice O’Byrne dismissed the applica. 
tion for judgment, and directed that the case 
should proceed to plenary hearing.
